MEMPHIS, Tenn. (AP) _ With 
ttousands of fans of the late Elvis 
Presley converging on Memphis, Na- 
uonal Guard units headed into the city 
Fnday to assume the duties of striking 
city police officers. 

The military police were called in to 
relieve squads of supervisory personnel 
and reserve sheriff’s deputies patrolling 
TeMessee’s largest city since 1,100 city 
policemen walked off the job Thursday 
mght. ' 

Meanwhile, city officials were going 
to court to request an injunction that 
would force the members of the Mem- 
phis Police Association back to work. 

National Guard troops were callbd in 
from Camp Shelby, 312 miles south of 
Memphis near HatOesburg, Miss 
where the Tennessee National Guard 
was bivouacked for two weeksbf annual 
training.
